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BELLSOUTHPROPOSAL

• BELLSOUTH, while not currently required, would offer on a voluntary
basis and concurrent with 271 approval the following expanded extended
loops (EELs)

• An EEL would have the following characteristics:

• EEls must be connected to a ClEC's circuit switch that handles primarily
voice local exchange traffic; the ClEC's switch must provide dialtone

• EEls will terminate at the end user's premise at no higher than voice
grade or DSO level

• The ClEC can elect to use OS1 or higher service for interoffice transport

• EEls will be offered in serving wire centers which have less than 2
collocators

• The price to the ClEC will be the sum of the approved UNE elements
utilized in the provision of service

• For EEls which include a serving wire center with 2 or more collocators,
the price for the EEL would be negotiated
